LETTERS FROM THE OUTDOORS — Victor R. 
McElhattan recently wrote over concern for “the proposed ex- 
pansion of the Indiantown Gap impact area into State Game 
Lands 211” (Stony Creek). 

A check with the Game Commission turned up the following 
facts: 


The IGM impact area is not being expanded. What is taking 
place is a renewai of a long-standing lease. A request by IGMR 
for infantry training use on a portion of Game Lands 211 was 
turned down by the Game Commission. 


NOTE: Each year the Pa Game Commission grants a Waiver of 

Safety to FIG for the weapons range safety fans which extend 
beyond the installation boundaries onto State Game Lands No. 
211 in Dauphin and Lebanon Counties. 


An example of the correspondence from 1981 is included tn 
this upload. FIG also reportedly holds a special license (?) 
from the Pa Game Commission for approximately 264 acres 
north of the Impact Area as a safety measure In case 
projectiles fired in the Impact area go beyond the installation 
boundary.
